WASHINGTON <UPI) — The

spending about 10 million dol­ 
lars to promote exports, it can 
increase the foreign sales of 
American industry another two 
to four billion dollars a year. 


President Eisenhower a n - 
nounced the government-wide 
export promotion program yes­ 
terday, and asked Congress for 
a supplemental appropriation 
to get the program rolling in 
the year starting July 1. 


Undersecretary o f C o m ­ 
merce Philip A. Ray, head of 
the inter-agency task force or­ 
ganizing the drive, told repor­ 
ters the initial request probab- 


ly will be for only about five 
million dollars. 
But when the campaign gains 
full momentum, he said, the 
cost may run 10 to 12 million 
dollars a year, largely to in­ 
crease the staffs of the Com­ 
merce and Agriculture depart­ 
ments and to more than double 
the number of commercial at­ 
taches at American embassies. 
The current rate of export 
shipments, Ray said, is about 
18 billion dollars a year. This, 
if sustained, will be an increase 
of about two and one-half bil­ 
lion dollars in 1960 over the 
1959 total. 
It is hoped, Ray said, that the 
promotion effort will provide 


an additional 10 to 20 per cent 
increase in annual sales, there­ 
by adding roughly two to four 
billion dollars a year to the 
nation’s foreign trade volume. 
Imports are expected to in­ 
crease also, Ray said, but at ft 
slower rate. The net result 
should be a significant de­ 
crease in the size of the U. S. 
deficit in international pay­ 
ments, which amounted to $3,- 
700,000,000 last year.

The field of 10 candidates 
dropped to nine with William 
H. Ryan, Sausalito editor and 
publisher, announcing by letter 
his withdrawal because of the 
pressure of business. 
Chairman Byron Mayo told 
a crowd of approximately 
200, “The idea of a town 
meeting is in the very best 
democratic tradition. We are 
pleased to note that (here 
are people here from all 
parts of Sausalito.” 
Philip S. Ehrlich Jr., incum­ 
bent, 37, an attorney, said his 
three basic principles in city 
government are a deep abiding! 
belief in planning, a belief that 
private property rights should; 
be protected, and a sound fis­ 
cal policy. 
E h r l i c h favors acquiring 
property in Shelter Cove for 
Sausalito and stopping develop­ 
ment there. He wishes to keep; 
an open mind, he said, on the 
zoning ordinance and feels it 
should be studied thoroughly, 
not raced through. 
Michael 
Harris, 
37, 
news­ 
paper reporter, favors the mas­ 
ter plan, preserving the water­ 
front and views, and is in favor 
of land purchase to accomplish j 
this. Harris rlso favors the city 
manager system. He said, “we 
hear people say Sausalito can-; 
not 
afford 
things — 
play­ 
grounds, a larger library. Good 
government is not necessarily 
an expensive government. 
Mrs. Helen Kerr, 47, editor 
of Marin This Month, said the | 
master plan does not go far | 
enough. It treats the water- 
front in the same amount of 
space as the quarries, she 
said. Mrs. Kerr wants Sausa­ 
lito to remain primarily a 
residential 
town: she, 
too 
favors city manager form of 
government. 
L. Stuart Linton, 37, archi­ 
tect and builder, wants changes 
in the master plan. He said, “in­ 
discriminate seeking after tour- 
I ist tax dollars will not enrich 
the town.” He favors bringing 
traffic in from the north of 
town and stopping it before it 
gets to downtown Sausalito. 
i Linton suggests a eivic center 


in the heart of town, and favors 
a city manager. 
Mayo read a statement by can­ 
didate Leonard Pieraccini. Pier- 
accini said. “Sausalito should 
not be subjected to whims of 
fast developers. This is our 
city; we should handle our own 
problems without outside pro­ 
fessionals, without indulging in 
deficit spending.” 
Edward L. Ripley, 28, stock 
and bond broker, favors the 
master plan, but feels it is out 
of date. He does not favor the 
zoning ordinance as it now 
stands. Ripley believes in ex­ 
ercising control over develop­ 
ment in Sausalito and feels that 
money could be raised to pre­ 
serve the waterfront. 
Mayor Howard Sievers, 48, 
incumbent, electrical engine­ 
er, said the existing zoning 
ordinance is out of date al­ 
though it is basically sound. 
“Without a capital improve­ 
ment program, a master plan 
will never be accepted,” he 
said. He urges a committee 
for development of the Mar- 
inship area, and favors en­ 
couraging 
and 
controlling 
business, a new city hall, pol­ 
ice station and a city man­ 
ager. 
Serge Trubach, 48, artist and j 
lecturer, said, “I approve of the 
master plan provided the al­ 
mighty is the master.” He fav­ 
ors a park, library, museum, 
city hall and police station on 
the sandspit. Trubach believes 
in electing people to the coun­ 
cil who live in Sausalito, and 
is against people coming to the 
city just “to make a quick 
buck.” In closing. Trubach said. 
“Give me liberty or give me 
Westlake.” 
Carl Wooley, 65, builder, fav­ 
ors 
overhauling 
the 
master 
plan. He said that neither the 
subdivisions nor zoning ordin­ 
ance fits the city’s needs. On 
the 
waterfront, 
Wooley 
be­ 
lieves. public boat landings and 
beautification should be added 
when Richardson street is wid­ 
ened. He favors remodeling the 
present city hall and the hiring 
of a manager, and is against 
spending anything more at pre­ 
sent on site or detail planning.

Novato Seeking 
Consultant in 


City Planning 


Novato is shopping for a city 
planning expert. 
At the first of at least two 
meetings 
devoted to hearing j 
sales pitches 
from 
planning i 
consultant firms, the city coun-! 
cil and 
planning commission 
last night heard Lawrence Liv­ 
ingston Jr. of Sausalito offer a j 
tentative general plan. 
Although the council reached j 
no decision, on hiring a plan­ 
ning consultant, councilmen in- j 
dicatcd the city could not af­ 
ford to be without one. 
2ND MEETING 
Next Monday night the com­ 
bined groups will listen to a 
similar presentation by Herman 
Ruth, Oakland planning con­ 
sultant. 
Livingston urged the city to 
apply immediately for federal 
funds for planning needs. 
The money, he said, is avail­ 
able through the U.S. Urban 
Renewal Administration which 
pays half the costs of compre­ 
hensive planning projects, for 
cities of less than 50,000 popu­ 
lation. 
Livingston put 
no definite 
price tag on a general plan for 
Novato, but said such a plan 
for Petaluma, a city of compar­ 
able size, cost $30.000. 
TO PAY HALF 
Of this amount, 
under the 
federal-aid plan, the city must 
pay half of its 50 per cent share 
in cash. The remaining $7,500 
can be paid for in city services 
such as map making, surveying 
and similar services 
the 
city 
might perform itself. 
Livingston a l s o suggested 
that as an immediate starter 
the city engage his firm to pre­ 
pare a land use and circulation 
policy, a rough outline of the 
city's needs which would serve 
as a guide until a comprehen­ 
sive general plan can be pre­ 
pared. 
The cost of this, 
he 
said 
would run around $500. 
The immediate step Novato 
should take, he said, is a review 
of the North Marin master plan, 
the zoning ordinance a—1 the 
subdivision ordinance. If these 
do not meet the city's needs, 


he said, they should be revised, 
or new ones drawn up. 
He suggested a committee of 
citizens numbering as many as 
150 be organized into subcom­ 
mittees dealing 
with 
various 
phases of the plan such as traf­ 
fic. business districts, schools, 
industrial 
development 
a n d 
recreation. 
These committees would pre­ 
pare written reports on their 
research and 
analysis 
which 
would be submitted to the plan­ 
ning commission and council 
for eventual submission to his 
firm. 
Monthly reports would then 
be made by his consultants to 
the council 
until 
alternative 
solutions to the problems of 
the 
community 
a r e jointly 
worked out.

That Attracts The Readers 


Sometimes we wonder about our­ 
selves. We print the paper in larger 
fvpe, dress it up with headlines and sub­ 
heads, put in pictures to break up the 
• type mass, and spend valuable time 
forking out page layouts to make the 
jiages interesting and inviting to our 
readers. 
Then do you know what one of the 
iest read parts of the paper is? It’s those 
last few pages of small type, crowded 
together about as tight as they can be. 
They’re called classified ads. 
~ We re particularly cognizant of the 
classified ads at just this time because 
% e ‘ve just seen some of the figures for 
last year. During 1959 we printed a 
$otal of 228,679 separate ads. That’s a 
Record: more than 11,000 more than we 
.published a year ago. It took 123 more 
"ffages to print them. 
Biggest gains were in renlals and real 
estate, showing the active housing mar­ 
ket we have here in Marin. But most of 
the ads, 60 per cent of them, were 
placed by individuals rather than by 
business firms. 
That's something we find extremely 
heartening. We see our classified sec­ 


tion performing a real public service. 
Take the case of the man whose wife 
became ill. He needed someone to help 
take care of the house and children un­ 
til she got out of the hospital. 
He put 
in a classified ad and got 176 answers 
from people willing to help. 
Then there’s the lost and found col­ 
umns, the miscellaneous for sale de­ 
partment, where people turn practically 
everything into cash, boat sales, garden­ 
ing services, to name just a few. 
We re proud of the 10 young ladies 
who handle the classified ads in our four 
offices— San Rafael, Mill Valley, Corte 
Madera, and Novato. In the first two 
months this year they processed 1,300 
more ads than they did last year. 
If 
this keeps up in 1960 there will be a 
quarter of a million classified ads in 
the Independent-Journal. That's about 
l !/2 for c^ch man, woman and child in 
the county. 
Actually, we probably don’t have to 
tell you these things because you read 
all the ads anyway. 
Just so we don’t get an inferiority 
complex, please keep reading the big 
type too, will you?

Protect Canal 
We Already Have 
EDITOR. 
Independent-JodYnal: 
The letter written by Rep. 
Clem 
Miller, 
published 
in 
your paper on March 8. ac­ 
cents points that have been 
problems along the San Ra­ 
fael channel for years. Among 
other remarks he emphasized 
local government responsibil­ 
ities for general maintenance. 
In Marin County the county 
supervisors have recently ne­ 
gotiated a $300,000 loan with 
the state so that an undevel­ 
oped area north of Sausalito 
can have a deep access chan­ 
nel. This is good planning, as 
additional development will 
stimulate 
business 
and 
in­ 
crease tax rolls. 
However, it is my feeling 
that the cart is before the 
horse. In one instance the 
county is going to spend a 
large sum of money to dredge 
a new channel to presently 
undeveloped land. This chan­ 
nel will also have its problems 
of depth control On the other 
hand there* is a present chan­ 
nel in San Rafael that is rapid­ 
ly becoming unuseable be­ 
cause of lack of maintenance 
dredging. 
Here in San Rafael t h c 
channel has for years been a 
source of revenue for Marin 
County. Until the late tow 
boat strike, there was some 
80.000 to 100,000 tons of an­ 
nual commercial traffic, prin­ 
cipally fuels for the various 
oil depots. There are several 
boat yards and repair shops 
depending upon the channel 
remaining useable. There are 
various boat sales outlets pro­ 
ducing a huge gross business. 
There are also four or five 
boat harbors which furnish 


berthing facilities for several 
hundred boats. 
All these businesses bring 
hundreds of thousands of dol­ 
lars annually to the county in 
sales, personal property taxes 
and sales taxes. The many em­ 
ployees earn large payrolls 
which means more business 
for the local suppliers and 
stores. The boat owners spend 
large sums, both on their 
boats and in personal pur­ 
chases. 
All in all. it seems to me 
that it is just good business 
sense for the supervisors to 
first protect revenue that is 
now coming in by maintaining 
the water way that is doing 
the producing: then, when­ 
ever money is available, de­ 
velop new; a n d additional 
water ways that will increase 
income in the future, don’t 
you agree?

Thinking Public Wants Light 


Turned On Doings Of Teachers 


It must be difficult to live 
in a gold fish bowl. It must 
be even more difficult to live 
in one that is filled with 
shadows. 
Everyone on the public pay­ 
roll, from senators to school 
teachers, lives in a gold fish 
bowl. The walls that separate 
their lives, both public and 
private, are transparent. And 
everyone can see in. 
It’s quite impossible to sep­ 
arate their public and private 
lives. What they do during 
the hours they are on the job 
is public business. 


CUSTOM A N D tradition 
make it difficult for them to 
live a really private life. The 
public makes it their business 
to “ know” what these people 
do, at home, at the office, on 
the job, and off. 
It is therefore quite ridicu­ 
lous to hear the groans from 
the school administrators and 
trustees when the public de­ 
mands to have the shadows 
swept away from the gold fish 
bowls. 
There isn’t a week that goes 
by that a school administrator, 
principal or school district 
trustee doesn’t say, with just 
a bit of stuffiness at being 
questioned, that “ some things 
should just remain private.” 
“ When you get into the area 
of personality and personal 
things you can’t make it pub­ 
lic,” a trustee will say. 


CALIFORNIA’S anti-secrecy 
law allows public bodies to 
deliberate in private (provid­ 
ing such deliberations have 
been suitably announced) on 
the hiring, firing of an em­ 
ployee or on charges against 
an employee. 
But many public bodies in 
Marin, and particularly those 
that govern school districts, 
fail to see that rather than a 
heavy dark and impenetrable 
curtain, the law is a veil be­ 


yond which “ personnel mat­ 
ters” and “ personality” can­ 
not be hidden. 
One school district superin. 
tendent recently was foolish 
enough to suggest to his board 
that an “ executive” and secret 
session be held to consider a 
request for a pregnancy leave. 
The woman in question was 
suitably married, had a fine 
reputation, and it wras no 
secret that she was pregnant. 


AN EXECUTIVE discussion 
of her taking a leave of ab­ 
sence would have been un­ 
lawful. Moreover, hiding the 
discussion of the leave “ as 
something not suitable for 
public discussion” would have 
been roughly equivalent to 
saying “ teachers don’t smoke 
or drink or talk to people who 
do.” 
More to the point: Many of 
the private meetings held by 
such boards, if information 
that seeps out is correct, has 
to do with shaky reputations 
both academically and pri­ 
vately. 
By the time any board gets 
around to hearing about these 
things in private, they already 
have been discussed by the 
rest of the faculty, a good por­ 
tion of the student body, and 
many parents. 


TEACHERS WHO have lost 
their effectiveness in the class 
room because of sloppy lead­ 
ership of the administration, 
lack of interest, because they 
were no good in the first 
place, or because they carry 
their private lives or the ef­ 
fect of their private lives to 
school, should not be the sub­ 
ject of hush-hush meetings. 
School trustees and admin­ 
istrators seal their lips, and at 
the very same time pay lip 
service to the idea that in 
secrecy the family’s d i r t y 
laundry will dry at night. 
A thinking public wants the 
light turned on.

There Is Possibility Of Agreement 


On Progressive Disarmament 


WASHINGTON — The pre- 
vailing opinion in Washington 
is 
that 
an 
arms-reduction 
agreement with the Soviets is 
possible, but only after long 
and painful negotiation. 
The prospects will not real­ 
ly be clear during the early 
stages of the 10-nation dis­ 
armament conference wrhich 
opened in Geneva this week. 
There 
are 
two 
reasons. 
First, 
the 
Communists 
are 
hard, skilled bargainers. 
The other reason is the im­ 
minence of the big-four sum­ 
mit meeting in Paris May 16. 
There will be a tendency on 
both sides to let major de­ 
cisions wait and see what the 
mood and directives on top 
are before getting down to 
solid talks. 


A LL W E CAN expect from 
Geneva from here to mid- 
May is preliminary jockeying. 
But U. S. officials are not 
approaching this conference 
as a hopeless exercise. They 
believe there is a basis of 
genuine self-interest on both 
sides for arms reduction and 
that it should 6e explored 
urgently and earnestly. 
Here are the reasons pro­ 
gressive disarmament is al­ 
most equally compelling to 
the Soviets and to ourselves: 


1 _ NEITHER SIDE wants 
a world war of mutual de­ 
struction. 
2 — The present spiralling 
arms race may explode, al­ 
most by internal combustion, 
into a horrible holocaust. 
3 — If the principal powers 
cannot soon end the produc­ 
tion of nuclear weapons there 
is no telling how quickly and 
how menacingly their manu­ 
facture will spread to other 
nations. 
4 — The furious competi­ 
tion on both sides to get more 
weapons, more complex weap­ 
ons, more destructive weap­ 
ons is a terrible drain on the 
resources of the Soviets and 
ourselves. We would both like 
to be relieved of it. 
5 — Premier Khrushchev 
has apparently c o n c l u d e d 
that war between the “ capital­ 
ist” and Communist countries 
is not, despite the dogma of 


Marx, inevitable and that eco­ 
nomic, political, and propa­ 
ganda means are better for 
spreading Communism. 
6 — Both sides are about 
equally strong. This is. there­ 
fore. a practical and timely 
period to negotiate. 


IT ISN’T GOING to bo easy. 
We don’t trust the Soviets to 
carry out any progressive dis­ 
armament which cannot bo 
continuously and effectively 
inspected. The Soviets are far 
less concerned woth controls 
and inspection that we are. 
This doesn’t mean that they 
trust us any more than we 
trust them. What it does mean 
is that: 
Because the United States 
is an “ open” society, its de­ 
fense budget debated openly 
and appropriated visibly, the 
Soviets already have substan- 
tial 
military 
intelligence 
from us. 


BECAUSE THE Soviet Un­ 
ion is a “ closed” society, with 
a government-controlled press 
extensive travel restrictions, 
and no internal opposition 
party, we can achieve no veri­ 
fication of any disarmament 
violation unless the means are 
created by the treaty. 
Therefore what we must 
find out by negotiation is, not 
just whether the Soviets want 
disarmament, 
but 
whether 
they want it enough to give 
up the one-sided intelligence 
advantage they already pos­ 
sess.

His valued but beat-up-look­ 
ing antique car recently taken

anybody. It was just one of 
those things. 


What had happened was that 
Tiaffay’s rare 1936 Ford open 
tourer, in process of restora­ 


tion but with no outward im­ 
provement in evidence, had 
disappeared from an open lot 
next to the patrol office. 


Zensius had noted the car, 
piled high with fenders, head­ 
lights and other oddments but 
lacking an engine, and had 
mentally written it off as “ a 
junk heap" after search had 
failed to disclose either owner 
or value. But Tiaffay had .just 
spent $300 with a body shop 
which had changed hands and 
for a time he was just waiting 
while he found other restora­ 
tion experts. 


There was a misunderstand­ 
ing about use of the lot and the 
lot owner wasn’t aware of the 
car’s ownership. Pretty quick 
along came an antique car fan 
who inquired around and final­ 
ly hauled the car away. Nobody 
knew who he was. But Zensius 
had a hunch he was an honest 
man who might be moved by 
publicity about the facts.
